the guiltineſſe/J ſap) ofal which iniurtes

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andvillenics they doe molt iultly heape 
vpon themlelues, which vnworthilp, vn: 
aduiſedly,raſhlp, oz negligentiy preſume 
to come.to the Lozdes Table, and ſo be- 
come guyltie of che body and blood ofour
